Thk deep woorids ioQictod on the Aus- 
trian natinonl spirit bytho Prussians at 
Konnigratz can bo better understood at 
tbis time (three years Bince the conclusion 
of the campaign) when less profound in>- 
qnries would have been healed. The 
Austrian government, or we might say, 
the Austrian Horse GuardB, over which 
the Archduke Albert is supposed to pro^ 
Bide, has been publishing certain dis- 
patches alleged to bavo been recoivod 
from the Prussian government during thq 
war. It is asserted by the latter that 
the Austrian statements are gurblod; 
that from the copies published by the 
Aostrians, portions of tho despat-. lies are 
omitted which materially chunges their 
import; howover that may be, our object 
at this moment is simply to point out how 
vitally the Austrian peoolo were affected 
by the bloody defeat of Sadowa, where 
the flower of the Austrian youth and the 
national pride, fell bofore tho terrible 
needle-gun. Poor Benedek, a man of un« 
doubted military talent, was tho unfora 
tnnate Commandor-in-Chitf; had fate 
placed him at the head of tho Austrian 
army iu hpppier times lio would in al] 
probability havo achieved tho highest 
honors; but his star was not in tho as- 
cendent, and beiug associated with Aus- 
trian defeat he must ho shelved. The 
disastrous affair at Gitscliin, wliero Clam 
Gallas and tho Saxons were routed, did 
much to bring about thefinal catastrophe; 
so clearly was that felt to be i he cose, 
that a court marliul was ordered on 
General Clam Gallas, who has been ex- 
culpated. This clearly illustrates the 
truth of the old adago that it is better to 
be born lucky than rich; to tho soldier 
who values his reputation, it is better to 
fall before the bullets than the general- 
ship of the enemy. It is very curious 
to note how closely tho parallel is be- 
tween the manner in which the Prussians 
were themselves beaten by tho first 
Napoleon, and tho way in which they 
beat the Austrians. The generals opposed 
to Napoleon wero supposed to huve at- 
tained the very amo of military perfect- 
ion; several of them had served under 
the great Froderick in all his campaigns, 
and pven the soldiers were still under 
the influence of the soldierly spirit 
that had gained for tbo dnnitlny 
Frederick: bo many victories, The 
tactics ot Frederick, howover, woro to 
wane before tho bold and dashing 
temerity ot tho young general of tho 
Republic, and it'is sail of one of those 
grim old generals that ho shed tears 
when be saw his veteran battalions bro- 
ken and thrown into disorder, by what 
appoared in his eyeB to be a disorderly 
mob of undisciplined banditti. The 
fact was that tho "little Corporal" 
had adopted a now stylo of macceiivro 
to which they woro wholly unaccus- 
tomod, and tho blows, wore doalt with 
aucb suddor.neBH, and such apparent 
want of plan or design, that tho eleves 
of Frederick thinking that such raga- 
muffins ought to be defeated, woro 
puzzlod to know why that was not tho 
OBBO. So ll was with tho unfortunate 
Benedek; every inch a s'ldior, his 
•Whole code was basod on matbomatieul 
principles ; his men woro only part of 
a great maohine, very proity to look at, 
but perfocily usoless in actual warfare. 
On tho other hand, tho Crown Prince 
of Prussia was young and impulsive, 
and had faith in his luck. It is well 
known that had he not boon possessed 
of the needle gun, and the prestige 
that attended that arm, ho must have 
mot with hopeless defeat, involving, 
possibly, the Jobs of his outiro array. 
"War is a gamo of a very hazardous 
kind, which to-day may declare in 
favor of ono man to bo entirely op- 
posed to him on tho morrow JSo ono 
can doubt the bittoiuoss of tbo pill that 
Prusoiu force Austria to swallow in 
tho campaign which ended at Sadowa; 
or that tho romombrunoo of that torri- 
bio national calamity will coutiuuo to 
rankle iu the breaBts ot the Austrians 
tilifutuio opportunity admits of tho 
stain being effaced with Prussian blood. 
Such a mode of replacing thomselvos in 
thoir former stalUB iu Germany may 
seem unchristian and uubecoiu ng iu 
thoso advauced duys of enlightenment, 
and no doubt Prussia, with the usual 
bypooritioal cant, will prolond to u 
vast amount of injured inuueouco when 
tho day ot reckoning oomes. When 
that period arrives, be it halt a century 
hence, the principal and fntoiost will 
bo duly paid. Tho world cannot be 
blind to tho faot that national ioolings 
aro tho moBt difficult to obliterate, llus- 
Bia at this moment is pluming herself 
that hho has oomplotoly trampled out 
patriotism and denationalised Poiuud ; 
but let 'trouble arise to tbo former, sho 
will thuu find how tuurlully uhe in uaia- 



polioy 



token. And ao It is with every nation 
in tho world, they have oaoh aud ovory 
one a Poland, that a prud< 
always seek to utilise 
demands. 

Scene in the Corps Leuislatii-. — In 
tho Corps Legislatif, there was a \oag 
debate about the relative merits of pro- 
tection and freo trade, which would not 
havo attracted much attention but for a 
tremendous scene— M. Thiers having set 
forth that none of the commercial interests 
of Franco had been consulted before tho 
couelusion of the treaty of commerco, was 
interrupted by tho Minister of Public 
Work?, M. Grassier, who said that all 
ihe chambers of commerce had been con- 
sulted — whereon the "scene" occurred: 

M. Thiers — Interruptions wilt not.put 
mo out, aud all your shouting won't pub 
mo down. (Applause on tho left). I 
tell you that your commercial liberty is 
on a par with your political liberty— both 
aro u farce! (Tremendous uproar; cries of 
"Order," aud^great appluuso ou tho 
left). 

President Schneider— it is my duty to 
protest against the last words uttered by 
M. Thierp; ho destrves to be culled to 
order. (Great applause and lorriiic up- 
roar). 

iU, Grosser— U. Thiers having boeu 
called to order — 

M, Thiers— 1 was not. 

President Schneider— Don't compel 
mo to do itihisminuto. ['•Tie's-bien, trds- 
bien."] 

M. Thiers — Just os you please I ["Ho,

A Ntw Theory cf the Gulf Stbeim. — 
Certuin membtrs of the Royal Geographi- 
cal Society have tecently ventured to speak 
disparagingly of this famous current.

Accori iug ts a summary of his views given 
I in "frubuer's American un 1 Oriuntul Liter- 
ary Record," that most readable of all boot 
cntaloguo?, Mr. Catlin affirms that "tho Ad- 
tHIee, now partially sunk in tho ocean, ara 
but a chuin of mount un tops which, ail 
thousand .years ago, stood up in their grao- 
deur, a part (and, probably, tbe glory) of lie 
Andes ; and at that dato tbe two migtty 
Submontane rivers, meeting aod deboucbiog 
together into the ocean, east or north of io'e 
Antiiles, combined with extraordinary rol- 
caniu influences, undermined tbe Antilles 
•chain, which went down in the Catu'lrein 

f ell established in ludiao traditions whu-h 1 
ave galbored both In North and South, and 
also by unimpeachable records 00 the locks 
•themselves. Id the tremendous catastrophe, 
probably tbe most stupendous that ever took 
fp-lace on the surlaee of the glibe, the Penin- 
sular of Yucatan, with its s[ lendiJ Az'eo 
ciies, sank, and cinco has partially risen, 
leaving the two grand estuaries tho Gulf ol 
Mexico and the Uaribean Sea, into wbicbthe 
two subterranean rivers, from tbe constant 
overflow of their vast cisterns urnier the 
mountains, now spread their clear and blue 
waters, heated by the volcanic furnaces tbey 
have passed.
